Military Careerists 


A complete new tack in thinking and planning 
among members of the J oint Chiefs of Staff, plus 
budgetary circum sunces, will probably bring about 
greater changes in the organization of the armed 
forceps this year than in an^ year since World War II. 
The key to the changeov er was first rev ealed by 
Admiral Radford, chainnan of the J oint Chiefs. Dur­ 
ing a speech last month in Washington he noted that 
the offensiv e-defensiv e spearhead would be airpyower 
—the combined wallop of Air Force, Nav y and Marine 
ftir units. 
Such a project called for rearrangements within 
the serv ices. It also called for a general tlghtening-up 
all down the line, and called for new emphasis on 
selection and training of the men who would run this 
rev italized defensiv e-offensiv e machine. 
At the same time an armed serv ices committee 
headed by Admiral Womble was reporting on the state 
of morale and training within the structure of the 
Defense Department. The gLst of the report was that' 
the whole personnel setup should be changed to bring 
back emphasis on the career professional. 
Now the results of a thoughtful surv ey made by 
Senator J ohn F. Kennedy—a World War II nav al re­ 
serv ist with plenty of combat experience—brings the 
career factor into sharper focus. Kennedy compared 
his own method of appointing candidates for Anna­ 
polis and West Point from hi.s home state of Mas.sa- 
chusetts with the screening u.sed by other congre.ss- 
men and found that the appointiv e system was pretty 
sloppy. By and large, he charges, young men get to 
the serv ice academies on the ba.sls of political fav or­ 
itism. although there are exceptlon.s. 
In his own state 
candidates 
take 
competitiv e 
exams, then go through a tough screening proce.v s. 
He points to the .sorry fact that le.ss than 50 per cent 
of the young men entering the academies between 
1940 and 1943 still hold comml5sion.s. Between 1944 
and 1948 30 per cent of the graduates resigned after 
the gov ernment had spent $25,000 each educating 
them. 


New French President 


The newly elected president of France, c<mserv a- 
tiv e Rene Coty, will be inaugurated for his .sev en-year 
term on Sunday. Unlike a president of the United 
States but like a king or queen of Great Britain, the 
French president holds an office that Is largely 
ceremonial. 
Howev er, he does hav e the power to compel, if he 
wants, the National As.sembly to reconsider a bill that 
It has pa.s.« ed. He alone can remit a death sentence. 
He 
appoints: 
amba.ssadors, 
gov ernors 
of 
ov erseas 
colonie.s, and other high officials, although in appoint­ 
ments he Is expected to work with the premier. 
Moreov er, the president presides ov er the cabinet 
meetings, where his adv ice can carry much weight. A 
itrong president—like the outgoing one, Vincent Auriol 
—is influential In decisions on changing the gov ern­ 
ment. For example. Auiiol delayed briefly the exit of 
three premiers, Schuman, Plev en, and Queuille. by 
refusing to accept their resignations; and it was he 
who last J une plucked the pre.sent premier, J oseph 
Laniel, from relativ e obscurity. 
France has had 18 gov ernments since the end of 
World War II, but many of these represented only 
minor shifts within the multi-party coalition in con­ 
trol; the number of different premiers was 13. In this 
period since 1945, during which the United State.s had 
fiv e different secretaries of .stale, France had. except 
for two monlh.s, only two foreign ministers, Schuman 
and Bidault. 


t o o k Sharp, Feel Sharp 


It is rumored a number of reserv e nav al officers 
during World War II lugged the double breasted coat

Admirals and eap- 
tain.s will embrace the tradition first, then the other 
rankings will follow suit “ gradually, .so as not to 
burden the world’s limited .sword making facilities” 
Who had what in mind Is not rev ealed, but to 
many civ ilians it doe.sn't .« eem that a nav al officer 
will look more lmpre.s.siv e with a curv ed blade bang­ 
ing him in the slato as he conducts the Old Man down 
through the v arious pa.s.sageway.s and spaces during 
the weekly captain’s inspection. Nor will it help when 
officers shinny in and out of cars and plane.* 
It has always .seemed to mast persons that the 
Nav y played it smart when it came to putting plumage 
on its officers The .sev ere blue uniform with bra.v s 
buttons alw'ays looked mo.st impi'e.s.siv e, by comparison, 
at any interserv ice gathering With the exception of 
one lamentable lap.se during the war when for a .short 
period it adopted a gray uniform becau.se Admiral 
King thought it flattered him, the Nav y used its head. 
Now what’s to be the end 
boat rloak.s lined with 
scarlet and long glasses for the officer of the deck? 


Y e o i’ Of Prevention 


What could be more encouraging than the new ap­ 
proach to the annual campaign to finance the battle 
against polio? For year.s the theme, in addition to the 
reque.st for funds for research, has been a plea for 
aid to those who had contracted polio in the year past 
and those who would be .stricken during the next year. 
Suddenly, and like a fresh breeze, the call Is for 
“ prev ention ” 
And, unless con.serv allon v iews are 
wrong, the tools for prev ention are at hand. 
It promi.se* to be a fateful year. 
The first te.sts 
of the new trial v accine will be conducted on a m as­ 
siv e scale, with hundreds of thousands of school chil­ 
dren participating. 
In addition, the National Found­ 
ation for Infantile Paralysis is planning to make m ax­ 
imum use of gamma globulin, which has been shown 
to offer temporary protection in epidemic area.s 
Last year the foundation contributed more than 
$5,500,000 toward increasing the national GO stock­ 
pile. 
The philosophy of the March of Dimes fund has 
always been one of looking ahead and. sim ultane­ 
ously, like the mythological J anus, looking behind. 
The nation has now experienced its sixth consecutiv e 
year of polio epidemics, and some of the funds col­ 
lected this year must necessarily be div erted to con­ 
tinue aid for those who hav e been hit by the dread 
disease in the past.

Good Results From 
Cataract Surgery 


The lens of the eye is one of the 
few organs of the body that has no 
arteries or v eins. This is under­ 
standable because blood is opaque 
and would interfere with v ision. 
But the lens is aliv e and obtains 
its nourishment from a unique fil­ 
tration plant nearby, the ciliary 
body. This structure supplies the 
lens with a clear solution that is 
dev oid of cells but saturated with 
dissolv ed chemicals. 
Cataract is one of the most com­ 
mon lesions of the lens. The condi­ 
tion occurs when the structure loses 
Its transparency. 
A di.sturbance nf 
v ision follows, which the eye spe­ 
cialist may be able to detect 10 
to 13 years before the indiv idual 
becomes aware that his sight is not 
as good as prev iously. This lens 
cloudiness is comparable with the 
white of egg that is clear in it.s 
natural state but opaque when the 
egg is boiled or fried. Egg white 
goes thru these changes in a few 
moments wherea.s years are re­ 
quired for the len.e to lose ils 
transparency and become cloudy. 


What happens when a cataract 
forms’’ The answer is .simple; The 
indiv idual no longer sees clearly. 
Some describe the sensation as 
“ ev erything kxiks cloudy” or “ I 
seem to be in 
a 
smoke filled 
room.” Others see spots before the 
eyes on looking at the sky, water, 
snow, or a light colored wall. 
Surgery is the only remedy but 
this is not done so long a.s the 
indiv idual sees fairly well for dis­ 
tance and reading. If he is satisfied 
with his v ision, so is the physician.

We now know thi.s is unnecessary 
because WTth modern technics the 
lens i.s just as easy to remov e 
whether ripe or not. 


The psychological aspicct of cat­ 
aract.* rarely has been stressed. 
The morale of the v ictim is poor 
because he has a strong sense of 
declining physically. 
These men 
and women often become .silent, in­ 
different, uncertain, and unhappy. 
They are conv inced that blindness* 
is inev itable and worry about be­ 
coming a burden to other.'. They 
usually perk up when iold they are 
not too old for surgery. 
Cataract sufferers need not be 
concerned about a general anes­ 
thetic because the procedure can 
be done without being put to sleep. 
Furthermore, 
the

get 
along well. By the end of six weeks 
they are fitted with glasses that 
replace the extracted lens. 
Spec­ 
tacles are not needed if the human 
lens is replaced with a plastic 
model but this dev ice is too new 
to recommend at this time. 
On arriv ing home with the new 
glas.<e.s, the per.son may be disap­ 
pointed with his v ision at first. He 
.sometimt's finds it difficult to judge 
space. When puunng water, for ex­ 
ample, he misses the glass entire­ 
ly; on walking upstair* he is un­ 
able to judge the location of eath 
step. This is a temporary period 
that disappears after he ^e-learns 
how to .see. As a rule, nine out i>f 
10 who are operated upon for cat­ 
aract ran expect a return of u.>e- 
ful Vision.

The Air Force adds that it “ has 
receiv ed many reports of unusual 
im ages of radarscopes,” but points 
out that “ it is fairly well establish­ 
ed that some of these images are 
ground objects reflected from a 
layer of warm air abov e the earth. 
“ No orders hav e been issued by 
the Air Defense Command to its 
fighter units to fire on unidentified 
aerial phenomena,” states the fly­ 
ing saucer report. 
“ The Air De­ 
fense Command is charged with 
air defense of the United StaJ es, 
and its mission is to attack any­ 
thing airborne which is known or 
appears to be ho.*tile. 
This .should 
not be interpreted to mean that 
our pilots will fire haphazardly 
on anything that flies.” 
In an attempt to photogranDh a 
flying saucer, the Air Force will 
set up diffraction-grating cameras 
at v arious air towers and also use 
“ a continuously operating Schmidt 
telescopie equipped with a camera. 
This telescope has a wide aperture 
lens and is capable of cov ering a 
cone of 150 degrees or nearly the 
whole sky from horizon to horizon. 
This equipment will make it pos­ 
sible to get on a series of photo­ 
graphic plate* a complete record 
nf what happens in the sky at 
night.”

M ilitary Careerists 


A complete new tack in thinking and planning 
among members of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, plus 
budgetary circumstances, will probably bring about 
greater changes in the organization of the armed 
forces this year than in ary year since World War II. 
The key to the changeover was first revealed by 
Admiral Radford, chairm an of the Joint Chiefs. D ur­ 
ing a speech last month in Washington he noted that 
the offensive-defensive spearhead would be airpower 
—the combined wallop of Air Force, Navy and Marine 
air units. 


Such a project called for rearrangem ents within 
the services. It also called for a general tightening-up 
all down the line, and called for new emphasis on 
selection and training of the men who would run this 
revitalized defensive-offensive machine. 
At the same time an armed services committee 
headed by Admiral Wombie was reporting on the state 
of morale and training within the structure of the 
Defense Department. The gist of the report was th a t' 
the whole personnel setup should be changed to bring 
back emphasis on the career professional. 
Now the results of a thoughtful survey made by 
Senator John F Kennedy—a World War II naval re­ 
servist with plenty of combat experience—brings the 
career factor into sharper focus. Kennedy compared 
his own m ethod of appointing candidates for A nna­ 
polis and West Point from his home sta te of Massa­ 
chusetts with the screening used by other congress­ 
men and found th a t the appointive system was pretty 
sloppy. By and large, he charges, young men get to 
the service academ ies on the basis of political favor­ 
itism, although there are exceptions. 
In his own 
sta te 
candidates 
take 
competitive 
exams, then go through a tough screening process. 
He points to the sorry fact that less than 50 per cent 
of the young men entering the academies between 
1940 and 1943 still hold commissions. Between 1944 
and 1948 30 per cent of the graduates resigned after 
the government had spent $25,000 each educating 
them. 


N e w French President 


The newly elected president of France, conserva­ 
tive Bene Cotv, will be inaugurated for his seven-year 
term on Sunday. Unlike a president of the United 
States but like a king or queen of G reat Britain, the 
French 
president holds an office th at Is largely 
cerem onial. 
However, he does have th e power to compel, if he 
w ants, the N ational Assembly to reconsider a bill th a t 
It has passed. He alone can rem it a d eath sentence. 
He 
appoints 
am bassadors, 
governors 
of 
overseas 
colonies, and o ther high officials, although in ap p o in t­ 
m en ts he is expected to work with the premier. 
Moreover, the president presides over th e cabinet 
* 
m eetings, where his advice can carry m uch weight. A 
strong president—Uke the oui going one, Vincent Aurvol 
—is influential in decisions on changing the govern­ 
ment. For example. Aurlol delayed briefly the exit of 
th ree premiers. Schum an, Pleven, and Queuille, by 
refusing to accept their resignations; and It was he 
who last Ju n e plucked the present premier, Joseph 
Laniel. from relative obscurity. 
F rance has had 18 governm ents since the end of 
W orld W ar II, but m an y of these represented only 
m inor shifts within the m u lti-p arty coalition in c o n ­ 
trol; the num ber of different premiers was 13. In this 
period since 1945, during which the United States had 
five d ifferent secretaries of state. France had. except 
for two m onths, only two foreign ministers, Schuman 
and Bidault.

Year O f Prevention 


W hat could be more encouraging th a n the new a p­ 
proach to the an n u al cam paign to finance the battle 
against polio? For years the them e, in addition to the 
request for funds for research, has been a plea for 
aid to those who had contracted polio in the year past 
and those who would be stricken during the next year. 
Suddenly, and like a fresh breeze, the call Is for 
"prevention.” 
And, unless conservation views are 
wrong, the tools for prevention are at hand. 
I t promises to be a fateful year. 
The first tests 
of the new trial vaccine will be conducted on a m as­ 
sive scale, with hundreds of thousands of school chil­ 
dren participating. 
In addition, the National Found­ 
ation for Infantile Paralysis is planning to make m ax­ 
imum use of gamma globulin, which has been shown 
to offer temporary protection in epidemic areas. 
Last year the foundation contributed more than 
$5,500,000 toward increasing the national GG stock­ 
pile. 
The philosophy of the March of Dimes fund has 
always been one of looking ahead and. sim ultane­ 
ously, like the mythological Janus, looking behind. 
The nation has now experienced Its sixth consecutive 
year of polio epidemics, and some of the funds col­ 
lected this year must necessarily be diverted to con­ 
tinue aid for those who have been hit by the dread 
disease in the past.

Good Results From 
Cataract Surgery 


The lens of the eye is one of the 
few organs of the body that has no 
arteries or veins. This is under­ 
standable because blood is opaque 
and would interfere with vision. 
But the lens is alive and obtains 
its nourishment from a unique fil­ 
tration plant nearby, the ciliary 
body. This structure supplies the 
lens with a clear solution that is 
devoid of cells but saturated with 
dissolved chemicals. 
Cataract is one of the most com­ 
mon lesions of the lens. The condi­ 
tion occurs when the .structure loses 
its transparency. A disturbance of 
vision follows, which the eye spe­ 
cialist may be able to detect IO 
to IS years before the individual 
becomes aware that his sight is not 
as good as previously. This lens 
cloudiness is comparable with the 
white of egg that is clear in its 
natural slate but opaque when the 
egg is boiled or fried. Egg white 
goes thru these changes in a few 
moments whereas years are re­ 
quired for the lens to lose it* 
transparency and become cloudy. 


What happens when a cataract 
form s” The answer is simple; The 
individual no longer sees clearly. 
Some describe the sensation as 
“everything looks cloudy’’ or “I 
seem 
to be 
in 
a 
smoke filled 
room.” Others see spots before the 
eyes on looking at the sky, water, 
mow. or a light colored wall. 
Surgery is the only remedy but 
this is not done so long as the 
individual sees fairly well for dis­ 
tance and reading. If he is satisfied 
with his vision, so is the physician. 
On the other hand, when eyesight 
begins to fail. there is no reason for 
delay. Twenty years ago, victims 
were advised to wait while the 
cataract ripened. They spent many 
unnecessary years in semi-blind- 
ness until the change took place. 
We now know this is unnecessary 
because with modern technics the 
lens is just as easy to remove 
whether ripe or not. 


The psychological aspect of cat­ 
aracts rarely has been stressed. 
Tile morale of the victim is poor 
because he has a strong sense of 
declining physically. 
These men 
and women often become silent, in­ 
different, uncertain, and unhappy. 
They are convinced that blindness* 
is inevitable and worry about be­ 
coming a burden to others. They 
usually perk up when told they ara 
not too old for surgery. 
Cataract sutterers need not be 
concerned about a general anes­ 
thetic because the procedure can 
be done without being put to sleep. 
Furthermore, 
the 
majority 
get 
along well. By the end of six weeks 
thev are fitted with glasses that 
replace the extracted lens. Spec­ 
tacles are not needed if the human 
lens is replaced with a plastic 
model but this device is too new 
to recommend at this time. 
On arriving home with the new 
glasses, the person may be disap­ 
pointed with his vision at first. He 
sometimes finds it difficult to judge 
space. When pouring water, for ex­ 
ample, he misses the glass entire­ 
ly: on walking upstairs he is un­ 
able to judge the location of e a i ’i 
step, This is a temporary period 
that disappears after he je-learns 
how to see. As a rule, nine out of 
IO who are operated upon for cat­ 
aract can expect a return of use­ 
ful vision.

Air Force Will Scan Mars When Planet Nears Earth This Spring; Admits 20 


Per Cent Of Flying Saucer Reports Unexplained 


WASHINGTON — It isn t being 
advertised, but the Air Force will 
send high-flying observation planes 
and guided missiles into the upper 
atmosphere for a closer -look .vt 
the planet Mars in June when Mars 
will approach nearer to the earth 
than at any time in the last 13 
years.

numbers when Mars is close to 
the earth.

“ About 8 per cent come from civil 
ajrlines pilots, while approximately 
25 per cent are reported by mili­ 
tary personnel. Reports have been 
received also from highly qualified 
scientists.” 
The Air Force adds that it “ has 
received many reports of unusual 
images of radarscopes,** but points 
out that "it is fairly well establish­ 
ed that some of these images are 
ground objects reflected from a 
layer of warm air above the earth. 
“ No orders have been issued by 
the Air Defense Command to its 
fighter units to fire on unidentified 
aerial phenomena,’* states the fly­ 
ing saucer report. 
“ The Air De­ 
fense Command is charged with 
air defense of the United Stages, 
and its mission is to attack any­ 
thing airborne which is known or 
appears to be hostile. 
This should 
not be interpreted to mean that 
our pilots will fire haphazardly 
on anything that flies.” 
In an attempt to photograph a 
flying saucer, the Air Force will 
set up diffraction-grating cameras 
at various air towers and also use 
“ a continuously operating Schmidt 
telescope equipped with a camera. 
This telescope ha* a wide aperture 
lens and is capable of covering a 
cone of 150 degrees or nearly the 
whole sky from horizon to horizon. 
This equipment will make it pos­ 
sible to get on a series of photo­ 
graphic plates a complete record 
of what happens in the sky at 
night.” 


Ike Vs. FEIM’ 
Negro leaders came away from 
a. White House meeting the other 
day disappointed in the President's 
stand on fair employment, but con­ 
vinced of one thing—there is no 
intolerance in Ike 
“Segregation and discrimination 
because of race or color has no 
place 
in 
a 
free 
country," 
Ike 
declared firmly. “ I will do all in 
my power as President to get rid 
of it.” 
However, the President refused 
to go along with his visitors, rep­ 
resenting the National Association 
for the Advancement of Colored 
People, on dealing with unfair em ­ 
ployment practices. 
They con­ 
tended that the only way to combat 
race discrimination in employment 
is to have a law on the books, such 
as the Fair Employment Practices 
Act, protecting workers against in­ 
tolerant employers. 
“ That's 
where 
we 
disagree, 
though I will go along with you 
that there are biased employers 
in this country.*’ replied Eisen­ 
hower. 
“ While I don't approve 
of these people, neither do I ap­ 
prove of using any sort of com­ 
pulsion on anyone regarding em ­ 
ployment in a place of business. 
I also have doubts about the juris­ 
diction of a federal FEPC com­ 
mission in the various states under 
our Constitution.” 
The President demonstrated that 
he is making a real effort to keep 
abreast of racial intolerance in 
government projects. When NAACP 
Director Walter White told him 
that slum clearance in some areas 
meant that Negroes were moved 
out but couldn't move br.ck after 
new housing was provided, Ike 
seemed to know about it. 
“ I know there has been some 
discrimination in that matter, and 
I have talked It over with housing 
officials,’* he agreed earnestly. “ I 
think anything like that is intoler­ 
able. 
I can assure you that some­ 
thing will be done about it. Under 
no circumstances should federal 
assistance be given to anything to 
promote segregation ” 
However, the President seemed 
•urprised to learn that segregation 


WASHINGTON-When Secretary 
of State 
Dulles 
announced 
last 
week that the policy of the United 
States would be to ‘‘retaliate in- 
santly” against attack, the use of 
the word “ instantly” raised ques­ 
tions in tho minds of some observ­ 
ers here as to whether the Presi­ 
dent really has the jxiwer to wage 
war without asking previous con­ 
sent of Congress. 
This is an old question but it 
takes on new interest whenever the 
executive states the intention of 
thus country in a military sense. 
The fact is that the President 
of the United States has had from 
the beginning of the republic and 
has asserted many times the right 
to order our military forces into 
instant action without waiting for 
approval from Congress. 
While the Constitution says Con­ 
gress alone has the right “ to de­ 
clare war.” the sam e document 
provides for the use of military 
power when an undeclared war oc­ 
curs. 
Thus the Constitution gives 
the executive the right to protect 
the several states “ against inva­ 
sion.” 
Asked For Ratification 
When 
the 
Japanese 
launched 
their undeclared war on December 
7. 1941, at Pearl Harbor. President 
Roosevelt ordered instant retalia­ 
tion. 
Then he asked Congress for 
the passage of a resolution ‘‘ratify­ 
ing the exist! nee of a state of 
w ar.” 
The fam e thing happened whin 
the United States entered World 
War 
I. 
After dealing 
patiently 
with the many attacks on the lives 
ot American citizens traveling on 
merchant ships, President Wilson 
took cognizance of the announce­ 
ment by the German naval minis­ 
try of an intention to wage “ un­ 
restricted submarine warfare” on 
all ships, including American mer­ 
chant vessels. The President asked 
Congress in April 1917 riot for a 
“ declaration of war” but for a re­ 
solution asking for a ratification of 
the existence of a state of war. 
Mr. Wilson even in a minor war 
was scrupulous about asking ratifi­ 
cation from Congress. When a Ger­ 
man merchant ship was about lo 
land munitions at the Mexican port 
of Vera Cruz in April 1914 to aid 
the unrecognized Huerta govern­ 
ment which had insulted the Amer­ 
ican flag, the President ordered the 
Navy at 4 o'clock in the morning to 
seize the port. 
He then went be­ 
fore Congress a couple of days 
later and asked for a resolution 
asking for ratification of his action 
and he got it. 
Where President Trum an made 
his mistake was not in his original 
decision to order American mili­ 
tary forces instantly into Korea 
for he did this in pursuance of a 
resolution of the Security Council 
of the United Nations to repel ag­ 
gression. The mistake of Mr. Tru­ 
man was in failing at any time 
afterward to go to Congress to ask 
for 
a 
ratification of his action 


which probably would have been 
given by overwhelming vote. 
It is 
true that Mr 
Truman consulted 
leaders of both parties and m em ­ 
bers of the foreign relations com­ 
mittees of both houses, but this is 
not a substitute for “ constitutional 
processes,” which incidentally is 
the phrase now used in the new 
treaties iii the Pacific including tho 
one recently signed with the gov­ 
ernment of the Republic of Korea. 
These new treaties with Austra^fc^ 
Ila and New Zealand and tile Philip­ 
pines do not commit the United 
States to instant action though they 
do not preclude it. They do pledge 
American action through “ constitu­ 
tional processes” which means that 
the Congress will bt' given a voice 
in ratifying an action taken or in 
agreeing to a proposed action in 
advance, 
depending 
on 
circum­ 
stances. 
P resid en t’s Pow er ( lear 
Failure on Hie part *of Mr. Tru­ 
man to ask and get from Congress 
a resolution ratifying the existence 
of a state of war in Korea was not 
an oversight, 
It was a deliberate 
action t<i avoid the use of our full 
military and naval power against 
China and to avoid em barrassm ent 
with Great Britain which did not 
wish to cancel its diplomatic rec­ 
ognition of Red China for fear of 
losing Hong Kong. 
It also has left 
a residue of unsettled legal prob­ 
lems which will plague our courts 
for many years. In casualties the 
Korean War was the thud largest

AU the supposed “ signs of weak­ 
ness’’ can in fact be read in two 
wgy*.

Dr. Freim uth 
also reported that Lockard’s blood 
was of International Group A. 
Harold E. Naug hton, who with 
Georg e R. Hug hes Jr., is serving 
as Lockard's counsel, objected un 
successfully to the admissibility of 
evidence obtained throug h taking 
a sample of Lockard’s blood. He 
arg ued that it amounted to the 
same thing as a m an’s testifying 
ag ainst himself.
